It was also decided that the mem- 
bers of the executive would enquire 
as/ to the possibility of holding an 
Inter-Faculty Swimming meet. Swim- 
ming hae been at an absolute stand- 
still- since the outbreak of the war 
and is just about due for a revival. 
It is also in the interests of the Uni- 
versity that swimming be revived, as 
with- the resumption of Intercollegiate 
activities McGill will be very poorly 
represented unless some ground-work 
is put beforehand. No doubt a com- 
petition of this sort would prove of 
great interest to a large number of 
students. 



MrGill'p football players got back 
into the good graces of Coach Hughes 
again yesterday, when twenty-eight 
men responded to an appeal which' ha'' 
been made lo turn out to practice. 
As a result, one of the ber.t workouts 
of the season was held st the Stadium 
yesterday afternoon. "Rill" Hitglien 
keeping the men at work from about 
half-past four imt.il half-past si* 
o'clock. The (Menais were tried for 
the first time, ani the players showed 
a good knowledge of this brand of 
their work. They all showed speed 
and agility, anil worked untiringly in 
an effort to have Coaeh Hughes re- 
frain from picking out flaws in their 
work. In addition, the "old pep" was 
there, and it wbr a pleasure to see the 
first and second snuads battle with 
one another. 

The first team lined up as follows 
yesterday: Leahy, Fleck, Oabonry, 
hair backs; 'l.Tphani, flying wing; 
Montgomery, quarter back; Parkins 
and Anderson, outside wings; Not- 
man and Ross, middle wings; l.ifshln 
and Donnelly, Inside wings; Wanner. 
McDonald and Tally, scrimmage. Ttoss 
Laing played quarter back for the 
seconds, and made them work at top 
speed in an effort to secure the best 
results from the members of the 
squad, which was being coached by 
Hughes. Both teams went nt it ham- 
mer and tongs, and the scrimmages 
had every appearance *nf a regular 
game. The tackling was deadly and 
low, and In an effort to secure a loose 
ball the players would rush at It as If 
the result of a championship game 
hung on their success. 

The players, unexpectedly, shower! 
themselves to be In good condition as 
they were running around and work- 
ing hard until Coach Hughes ordered 
them to stop for the day . A few 
'more practises along the same lines 
,!as that held yesterday afternoon, and 
the team will he prepared to meet. 
Ottawa and fight them until the last 
minute In order to secure victory for 
the Red and White.

An interesting description of his ex- 
periences wa.3 given by Ueut. V. 1,. 
Yoyinovitch. an invalid officer of th<» 
Serbian Army who ta a member of 

Sri. 71. 

The Ptory of his experiences is ar 
follows:—"! entered the Serbian Army 
in the fall of 1914. being attached loi 
the »th Regiment of Infantry' as a ' 
Lieutenant. We at once moved up to 
the front and took part in the battle j 
of Souvobor, where I was wounded, to | 
r»main in hospital from January until [ 
,TuneaW915. On rejoining my regiment | 
we took our place in the battle around 
Dryna where I was wounded a uecond ! 
time and sent to the base hospital. 

Just after returning to my men the 
retreat, by way of the mountain road 
which runs through Montenegro and 
Albania, began and this road so 
bad that neither automobiles nor 
heavy guns could traverse it. .We 
threw the artillery Into the mountain 
torrent and smashed or burnt the cars 
so that the Auntruvne. might net get 
them. , 

The retreat lasted for two months 
and throughout Itn whole length there 
wei*e. no ambulances and next, to no 
food, no medical treatment. The roads 
between Brads and Scutari became so 
iwd that at one place 1 saw over sevçn 
hundred or the raw men sink into the 
mud up to their waists and these men 
were so exhausted that they collapsed 
and died where they lay, also, what 
Is more, wr were all so weak that we 
could not help them. Almost every 
nigh), over a hundred men would, die 
from exhaustion during their Bleep. 

Food was so scarce that the only 
eatable to be had was corn bread, and 
even I his was very dear— a niece three 
inches square and nn inch thick cost 
65 francs. (gold) or a piece of clothing 
—many of the men would give their 
tunics, then their shirts, for bread, 
and then die from exposure to the 
cold, which was intense. I have seen 
men so exhausted that they would fall 
down dead while marching; also, be- 
cause we had no ambulances, the 
wounded had to go through the same 
hardships as the combatants. A hand 
of British nurse», who were with us 
[at this time, refuse to be left behind, 
and travelled with us. They under- 
went the same privations as the men 
II not greater ones. After a while the 
men would be nearly naked, both from 
the wear of their clothe and from 
giving them In exchange for food. 

At San Juan! we found a British 
hospital ship which took off the most 
seriously wounded who had managed 
to get that far while the rest of us 
marched on to Scutari. Just after the 
retreat began I was wounded at Yatre- 
batz and ordered to stay in hospital, 
but I would not remain behind to be 
taken prisoner, so T mado my wadj} 
alone across the rest of Serbia. Alba- 
nia and Montenegro, coming up to my 
regiment at Scutari although I had 
rejoined the army long before. "Worn 
Scutari I went over to Corfu with my \ 
men where I was placed in a hospital, 
and on becoming convalescent, was at- 
tached to the 9th Regiment before Vet- ; 
renich, only to be wounded again on 
April 28. 1917. After this I remained 
in hospital until January 1st, 1918. 
when I waB discharged at Rashka. I j 
saw a mother, with two small children, 
fleeing before the AuBtrlans, become j 
so exhausted that she left one on the j 
road, saying that she could not save ; 
both so she would save only one. Juat i 
before the retreat, began 80.000 men 
were present at roll call and at the 
end only 10,000 answered to their ; 
name." 

On being asked about the Serbian 
colleges with relation to the war, 
Lieut. YayinovKch said, '"nearly aR i 
the Serbian Btudents were lost during 
thte Balkan wars of 1912-13, and of 
those who remained in 1914 (1,500 in j 
all) most entered the military colleg». , 
In 1917 the Minister of Education, then 
at Salonika, called for the names of 
all those alive, and only 350 could be 
found. Out. of my year, which had 
120 in 1914, only nine can,©*, found. 

Being asked what he thought abo»t 
the Austrian and Bulgarian situation, 
he answered that Austria could not 
conquer if Bulgaria dropped out. "The , 
Austrian array is no good." h» said, 
"and tie Bulgarians ar» paras:» ftgfat

The vary word probation Indicates 
a change of thought on the part of the 
public toward what should constitute 
true panai reform. It la aa excellent 
word need la connection with tke dé- 
sira ta build u» character, and it has, 
as it wars, biased a trail alone which 
those who are devoted to the care of 
taa naw generation caa pass along 
cheerfully to their goal. 

To the enthusiast, mock looked-for 
events almost invariably seem slow 
la com lag. and having coma, they 
are apt to alas sosae measure of taelr 
anticipated value. Many people have 
felt tkat juvaaile courts, instituted of 
recent yaara. kave not been the suc- 
cess tkat H was hoped tksy would be, 
hat tksy ara suck a vast Improvement 
upon the aid days that they offer 
much ground tar great encoures» - 
meat. Refer* juvaaile courts can 
really ha centre» of human hopes sad 
rstsaeratioa, as they easily could be, 
ths whole probation system will need 
a very great stimulus, but it does not 
do ta fartât that if it had not been 
far tke war. ths work of tka Home 
Office in all penal reform would kave 
had greater opportunities of develop- 
ment, while the private societies and 
groups of people who do so much to 
raise the geaaral attitude of the upb- 
He, and consequently of government 
departmenta. towards those questions 
of reform, have baen obliged to sus- 
pend part of their activities tempo- 
rarily, but tke question Is by no means 
dormant and muck prasreM is in the 
making. 

Thaas who are ever tempted to feci 
disheartened by what ssem to be the 
slow stops of social progress should 
find out what has already been ac- 
complished sad how the impetus 
gains. Greater numbers of people bo- 
come Interested In what constitutes 
social progress; they are aware that 
all things are possible, and in propor- 
tion as tfcey raeognlre this fundamen- 
tal fact they ignore the peselmimtiic 
point of view that seas difficulties at 
every corner of progrsss. The world, 
ws live in seems to have improved 
since the days when thousands of 
little children wer» sent to prison. 
Now, happily, that kind of punishment 
has vanished for all children under It 
years of age, and with rare exceptions 
for all under 16. and Utile scraps of 
kumanity who purloin farthing appler 
are no laager charged officially 
as they used to he aa "felons," of 
frightened out of their wits and their 
honesty by the red-tape procedure 
whiten was ludicrously unfitted to 
their understanding. 

It. Is doubtful If anybody who has 
not had actual eapertence of life in 
great cities In their poorest neighbor- 
hoods can imagine tkat a large meas- 
ure of Juvenile crime originates In 
a mere desire for fun and activity 
and sense of bravado. How many can 
realUe the extreme monotony of a 
career that starts a small boy upon a 
harmllss joke which develops later 
Into an offence againsc the accepted 
code of human conduct and finally 
throws him Into the arms of the prison 
official. Somebody once said that over- 
crowding was responsible for many t>f 
tke "adventures" of boy thieves, who 
sally forth, not so much in order to 
steal, as to escape from the congested 
atmosphere of one or two rooms, snd 
pit clevsrnaas and dexterity against 
the formidable weapons of the law. 
Every sympathetic worker knows by 
experience tkat this Is true, knows 
tkat the untold energy that develops 
In happier circumstances Into useful 
activities it apt to be driven into unde- 
sirable channels as things are in 
crowded cities with but few chances 
of amusement and enterprise. 

Ten years ago children's courts were 
started in order to keep the children 
away from grown-up offenders, snd 
consequent moral Infection. Bir- 
mlngksm has the greet honor of 
having been the first city In Great 
Britain to start a children's court, 
three years before the Children's Act 
made them obligatory. The real value 
of these court» will, however, he felt 
In full force only when the whole 
attitude of the law has altered toward 
the child offender. At present the 
young offender is still apt to be re- 
garded as though h» were a veritable 
criminal, and a great lesson may be 
learned from the United States, which 
In its more progressive centres looks 
upon the children's courts as plaies 
for the protection and redemption of 
the child, a clearing house, as it were, 
from which the potential evil-doer can 
be sent upon the way which will be 
the most likely to turn him into a good 
citizen and give blm a chance to de- 
velop the latent good, inherent in 
everybody. 

It is the stigma of having been 
"convicted" that the future will en- 
deavor to avoid, and that avoidance is 
largely accomplished through what is ] 
generally known as cklld-probation, 
or giving the child another chance, 
under the wiae and kindly supervision 
of a probation officer, who is s duly 
appointed perscn sometime* assisted 
by volunteer workers, whose business 
is to know about the life and condi- 
tions of a child on probation. Chil-

dren who are up before the magis- 
trate may hé dealt with In a variety 
of ways; they may he aent to indus- 
trial or reformatory schools, fined or 
chastised, and various other methods 
are employed, but after years of ex- 
periment the bast snd most tried 
workers have come to see that the 
wlseat plan of all Is to allow the 
magistrate to exercise the privilege of 
postponing the legal punishment, let- 
ting the prisoner go under promise of 
soo.1 behaviour. Very uatnrally the 
"•..r.Mion arose ss to who was to see 
that a child or person so warned was 
really leading a better life, and thus 
the probation officer arrived upon the 
scene. 

Probation officers are appointed by 
the Home Secretary In the Metropoli- 
tan Poliee Court District of I-ondon, 
and In other places by the magis- 
trate!; sometimes they are men and 
sometimes women, but they are al- 
waya eubjeet to tke control of the 
court so far as their work Is con- 
cerned.. As s matter of fact the work 
of probation In London, started by the 
Probation Act in l»Of. was hampered 
owing to a lack of suitable officers. 
Police court miaaionaries. Temperance 
Society officers and others already 
working In the courts often undertook 
the work and many still carry it on. 
In other places special probation offi- 
cers ars sppointed, snd as the work Is 
co-ordinated and developed It will be 
necessary to put the whole system 
upon a proper and^ definite basis 
Speeial officers, called children's pro- 
bation officers, have been appointed 
by the Home Office, and so far these 
sre women, snd it is obvious that 
women should Invariably look after 
their own sex and after little children, 
though big boys are more often suit- 
ably probatloned by male officers. 



Supposing that a child for some of- 
fence, very often consequent upon his 
environment and bad companionship, 
is brought before a magistral», the ac- 
customed mind will soon guage the 
conditions of the case and will Judge 
that the child requires a better guid- 
ance than he has in his own home. 
He discharges the child on condition 
that lie is of good behaviour, and places 
him under the care of a probation 
officer to the intent thst he shall be 
brought under good Influence. If the 
child or the parents do not keep the 
conditions laid down during the period 
of probation, which Is anything from 
12 months to three years aa a general 
rule, the Probation officer brings ihe 
child before the magistrate thst he 
may deal with the offence originally 
committed, and those magistrate* who 
have their work nt heart and who re- 
cognize the value of probation work, 
keep in touch with their cases and ask 
for reports f;-om the officers from 
time to time. 

It will be obvioue to snyone. that 
probation work Is preventive work In 
Its widest sense. It is the state acting 
as guide, counsellor and friend 
through the medium of a trusted and 
reliable person. "The essence of pro- 
bation is constructive friendship." 
wrote Mr. Cecil l>eson in his excel- 
lent small volume upon the probation 
system, and those best qualified to 
Judge regard the future of the work 
as of immense importance in the 
period of reconstruction.

It is a long Journey from the Pacific 
coast of North America to the battle- 
fields of Rurope. and a far cry from 
the stolid tree, for cerffuries rooted 
immovably In th» srnund. to the sreo- 



plane darting, swooping, plungin? 
through the clouds— the very quintes- 
sence of swiftness, and grace But 
such is the journey nn l such the evo- 
lution of thp great spruce that, growf 
in the forests frontl Oregon to AUteks 
says the Youth's CdWanlon. The rull- 
grown tree is from 15<» to 200 feet high 
and from 5 to iff* feet in diameter. 
Although ihe trees rise to a great 
height and are great of girth, they 
taper almost Imperceptibly. Therein 
lies their fitness .for their peculiar, 
varied and exacting demands ot aero- 
plane construction. For the wing 
beams of the aeroplane, straight sticks 
of timber from 16 feet to 35 feet long 
are required, and this tree with sc 
little taper supplies the very best wing 
beams In the world. It is also very 
tough and very light— and tougoneat 
and lightness are ihe chief requisites 
in aeroplane timber. A cubic foot of 
the wood weighs 25 pounds. Great 
lumbering operations are now under 
way to get out a huge supply of this 
important sinew of war. 

Only about 20 per cent, of the whols 
log is cut tip. but the timber brings 
the tremendous price of 1125 a trou- 
sand board feet, although a few 
years ago it nold for ordinary com- 
mercial purposes for about lit. Only 
about 3Sn out of every 250n feet past 
the final tests at the aeroplane facto- 
ries. About 125 feet are used in mak- 
ing the average machine. 

A recent examinai ion of a captured 
German aeroplane revealed the fact 
that the enemy is short of good aero- 
plane material for -ing beams. With 
Canada and the United states pos- 
sessed of lens of thousand* of acres 
covered with these grand trees, the 
Allies have an advantage that is help- 
ing them to ho! i ihe supremacy in the 
air.

Yale University began its two hun- 
dred and nineteenth year on Thursday 
under an administraUon entirely un- 
like any m its previous history.
